com pensation 
commissions, 
a rb itra ­ 
tion and m ediation 
boards, welfare 
commissions, 
em ploym ent 
bureaus 
and employmen agency inspections. 
‘‘Industrial 
preparedness 
m eans 
adequate and equitable provision for 
the health, safety, welfare and well 
being of the toilers, w’hether they be 
in mill, mine, factory, workshop, rail­ 
road or field,” he 
said. 
“It 
m eans 
that our natural resources will pro­ 
vide conditions for the toiler perm it­ 
ting him to beeline proficient in the 
performance of an active citizenship, 
interested in the w*ell being of oth­ 
ers and in good, stable, virile govern­ 
m ent.”

‘ Hardness is tile property a rock 
should possess in order to resist suc­ 
cessfully the abrasive action of traffic, 
especially iron-tired vehicles, which 
tend to grind to dust the individual 
fragments of rock forming the wear­ 
ing course of macadam road. 
“ Toughness is the property a rock 
should possess to resist successfully 
fracture under the impact of traffic. 
“ Binding power, or cementing values 
as it is more frequently called, is the 
ability which the dust of a rock should 
possess or develop by contact w ith wa­ 
ter, so as to bind or cement the larger 
rock fragments together and prevent 
their displacement under the shearing 
action of traffic.

Jordan, of the State Board of Agri­ 
culture, says that the two important) 
things in dry weather cultivation oL 
corn are to prevent 
evaporation 
of 
the water in the soil and to retain 
what may fall as rain. 
To leave a slightly corrugated sur­ 
face is hest, since a flat surface of 
dust will get hotter than one with 
slight’corrugations similar to tho sur­ 
face as it is left following a corrugat­ 
ed roller. 
Since on tho flat surface 
the sun’s rays strike more nearly per­ 
pendicular to the surface, hence evap­ 
oration by the wind and heat will 
bo less than on a flat surface. 
\gein, if the surface of dust is left 
flat and a heavy rain should fall, this 
flat surface will “puddle” more quick­ 
ly than the corrugated surface, hence 
the water will begin to run more 
quickly from the flat surface, while 
on the corrugated surface more rain 
gets into the soil, which is very de­ 
sirable in a dry time. 
Again, after the rain has ceased 
the flat surface will dry more rapidly, 
and crack open w*orse than will the 
corrugated surface. 
In view' of these facts, any tool such 
as a drag, mower, 
or corn 
planter 
wheel, should have some harrow teeth 
so placed as that they will leave the 
surface slightly rough. 
Where shovel 
tools are used, the plowing should 
not be deep nor very close to the 
corn roots, especially toward time for 
“laying bv.” 
It would appear that

During the hot weather of July and 
August the milk flow* of the average 
herd drops nearly half. The heat and 
the condition of the pastures com­ 
mon at that time of the year are the 
main causes of this drop. 
The flies 
generally blamed are of much less 
importance than 
other 
conditions. 
The real cause is the failure of the 
animals to eat sufficient feed. 
Poor 
pastures, heat and flies may all con­ 
tribute to this result. 
It wdl be ob­ 
served that during the hot weather 
the cows will graze but 
little 
and 
come to the barn at night evidently 
hungry. 
To produce three gallons of 
milk a day 
a cow has to gather at 
least IOO or 125 pounds of grass. 
If 
the pasture is short 
feed silage or 
green crops. 
It is well known to all 
experienced with dairy cattle that 
when the milk flow goes down once 
for lack of feed it is impossible to 
bring it back to where it was before 
by better feeding later. 
To get a 
high production of milk during tho 
year the cow* must be kept at a high 
level of production all the time. 
For 
this reason do not neglect the ooivs 
during the hot weather and expect 
them to come back strong again when 
conditions become better in the fall. 
Keep them going all the time.—C. IL 
Pokies, Missouri Agricultural Experi­ 
ment Station.

It is usually 
much cheaper and easier to get on 
the farm than beef scrap or any other 
substitute, and no common substitute 
except butterm ilk will give as good 
results. 
Sour milk for egg production was 
given a very careful test at the Mis­ 
souri agricultural experim ent station 
for a year recently when three tw en­ 
ty-five-bird pens 
of 
w hite Leghorn 
pullets were fed in 
alm ost

the sam e way, except th a t one pen 
received sour 
milk,

milk pen the station got 3,275 eggs, 
a t a profit of $28.26; from the scrap 
beef pen.

On m a n y farm s the no-meat 
pen 
would not have

the chickens

fit would be so much greater If but­ 
term ilk or sour milk could 
be 
fed 
that a large possible profit is being 
lost if the chickens get only the grain 
nd grass they can pick up. 
They 
may pick up insects enough to keep 
hem from being on a no-meat ration, 
but a p art of the farm business that 


c a n return an average of $122 a farm 
on the thousands of Missouri farm s 
should be system atically fed on the 
right kind of food. 
During the experim ent 
only ordi­ 
nary good 
poultry 
feeding methods 
were followed. A little scratch feed 
was sprinkled

exercise in getting it. 
W ater was 
Liven in clean vessels and a pan of 
sour milk kept in the sour milk pen. 
" t noon dry m ash was m easured into 
i he trough and gieen feed was often 
given at the

time, especially 
during the winter. Two or three tim es 
ii week the fowls were m ade to eat 
m ore of the m ash by mixing the dry j 
mash with some liquid to m ake a w'et 
r ash which was fed at the rate of 
a handful for every four birds. 


A t Dight scratch 
feed 
was given 
gain and the birds wTere given all 
they would eat to send them to roost 
with full crops. This m ethod of feed­ 
ing keeps the hens 
busy 
ail 
day, 
gives them good appetites and sup­ 
plies all the feed they will use. They 
should e a t about twice as m uch grain 
or scratch feed as mash. 
T hese M issouri results with white 
Leghorns are
